company, which has occupled the District
court for the last three days, the verdict
returned by the jury was $2,750 in favor of
the plaintift; $2,660 for the loss of life, and
$200 for the horses, In June, 1895, Henry

Decrease in Number and Smaller Amount
of Liabilities in Failurea

BIG TRANSACTIONS IN IRON AND STEEL

Poanibility That Forelan Dependence
On American Voeod Sapplies
is Conntantly Inereasing—
Active Industries,

NEW YORK, Dec. 2—R. G. Dun & Co.'s
Weekly Review of Trade will say tomorrow:
The report of fallures for the menth of

November is extremely gratifying, because
It shown not only a decrease In ng'mber m'd

a smaller amount of llabilties than in any |

other month oxcepttni the  three summer
months since the monthly record began, hut
because careful analysls shows a striking
improvement both in the small and |n the
large fallures and In nearly all classes of
industry and trade. Considering that fall-
ures are usually smaller in summer months
than in Novomber, the monthly return may
be considered about the best ever made
and shows a condition of financlal soundness
rarely surpassed,

Nobody can estimate the galn for the iron
and steel industry which will result from
the past week's transactions In steel rails,
which will exceed 700,000 uons. The
makers have falled to agree to complete
under which a single
agency was expected to sell all the ralls for
domestlc or export use. ‘The western wirks
entered Into an agreement by themdsslves and
fixed thelr scale of price at §17 for Pittsburg,
$18 for Chicago and §18 for Colorado and
the Illlno.s steal works are sald to have
taken orders In a single week covering
much the greater part of next year's ca-
pacity. But eastern concems have not been
fdle and have taken such large orders that
the output of the year Ils now eéxpected to
exceed 2,000,000 tons, Bessemer pig s
stronger at Plttsburg, where purciases of
30,000 tons have cleaned up stocks held out-
slde the assoclation, but It is selllng at
$10.40 there., Grey Forge ls steady and otber
pig la In better demand at Chicago and
PThiladelphia, Finished products of iron and
steel are unchanged In price, although plates
and bars are In remarkably heavy demand,
especially for car bullding.

Leather is steadier and hides are
higher, an unusual feature at this time of
year., The recent advance In raw sugar ap-
pears to have culminated this week and a
slight reaction ls shown on reports that
beet sugar imports from Europe are llkely
to henvily increase. Refined |s firm, No-
vember bueiness having been very heavy.

The advent of winter weather has tended
to reduce the demand for building lumber,
which In some markets, particularly the
west, wans repressed during the summer be-
cause of the Inactivity in bullding.

A rather better tone s, however, now
reported and the opening of the new year
Is awalted with confidence. Recent advances
fn prices In pine and spruce lumber nre
well malntalned, stecks In dealers hands are
not at all heavy and advices both from
the yellow plue and cypress produciag sec-
tions of the south and the white pine niar-
kets of the north and northwest are that
n heavy output has been as a rule satiufac-
torily handled.
